These  pages  come  to  the  Boyd  kin  through  many  trials  and 
much  tribulation.  Your  Secretary,  in  view  of  his  removal  to  the 
South,  declined  a  re-election  at  the  Pittsburgh  Reunion  in  rSSS,  but 
the  work  '*  clings  to  him  still,"  and  he  is  content  to  continue  his 
humble  services  while  they  seem  to  be  appreciated.  His  necessary 
absence  from  the  Marion  Reunion,  .and  the  failure  of  an  expres?

From  the  south  of  Europe,  in  that  sea-indented  lantf.  so  rich  in 
classic  lore,  the  stories  of  the  "guest-friendships  of  Homeric  days," 
as  unchangeable  as  the  Grecian  mountains  in  whose  shadows  these 
friendships  were  formed,  are  handed  down  to  us  as  shining  exam- 
ples of  genuine  welcome  and  hospitality.  Very  slight  was  the  bond 
which  first  united  the  stranger  to  his  host.  The  mere  fact  that  he 
was  a  stranger  was  sufficient  ground  for  the  host  to  brin<*  forth  the 
best  the  house  afforded  and  place  before  him.

In  the  strength  of  these  ties,  we  greet  you,  and  warmly  welcome 
you  into  our  midst  and  gladly  extend  the  hand  of  welcome  to  all  the 
friends  here  assembled. 

We  are  glad  that  we  belong  to  this  family,  whose  history  we  can 
trace  back  to  the  sturdy,  God-fearing  people  who  dwelt  among  the 
rolling  hills  of  Northern  Ireland.  To  this  day  the  people  of  that 
far-away  spot  are  held  as  shining  examples  of  industry  and  sturdy 
piety  :  and  those  who  left  their  native  clime  lost  none  of  those 
sterling  qualities  when  they  came  to  the  rugged  wilds  of  the  new 
country.  Mother  their  piety  increased  as  the  distance  from  the 
Green  Isle  of  Erin  increased,  until  all  over  this  land,  in  almost 
every  State,  the  godly  influence  of  the  I'oyds  is  felt.  At  every  Re- 
union, the  virtue  and  piety  of  our  ancestors,  and  more  particularly 
of  ourselves,  are  extolled,  and  rightly  so. 

However,  it  might  be  well  for  us,  at  such  times  as  this,  to  call  to 
mind  for  an  instant  the  fact,  that  the  Boyds  arenot'the  only  people 
in  existence.  Ther-e  arc  Joneses  in  the  world  and  likewise  Smiths, 
an  innumerable  host.  And  so  long  as  the  fact  remains  that  the 
Smiths  and  Joneses  are  not  myths,  the  IJoyds  can  not  claim  the 
earth. 

Vet,  acknowledging  all  our  greatness,  all  our  smartness,  and  es- 
pecially our  goodness,  we  may  profitably  consider  how  we  can 
better  even  our  present  state.    Here  an  especial  opportunity  is 
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presented  for  cultivating  and  uplifting  every  faculty  of  the  soul. 
"  Iron  sharpeneth  iron ;  so  a  man  sharpeneth  the  countenance  of 
his  friend."  In  this  concourse.of  people  every  intellect  may  receive 
a  new  impulse,  a  fresh  inspiration  for  lofty  ideals,  and  each  soul,  as 
it  returns  to  its  accustomed  routine  of  duties,  may  go  with,  the  will 
firmly  determined  to  have  a  more  varied  surface  over  which  the 
intellect  may  roam.

FULTON  HISTORY. 


Keokuk.  Iowa,  Aug.  2 2d,  1S90. 

J.  F.  Wilson,  Esq.,  Poulan,  Ga. : 
My  Dear  Sir  : 

Your  letter  of  the  30th  ult.  to  Rev.  J.  S.  Boyd,  La  Moure, 
North  Dakota,  requesting  him  to  prepare  a  brief  sketch  oi  "Fulton 
Notes  and  Notables,11  has  been  forwarded  me  with  the  request  to 
prepare  the  paper  desired.  In  answer  I  wrote  to  him  the  theme 
was  too  barren,  and  even  if  it  were  not,  I  was  too  busy  to  prepare 
a  paper  worthy  to  be  read  before  your  Association — a  body  con- 
taining so  many  learned  men.  But  Cousin  Boyd  has  replied  is  a 
second  letter,  urging  the  matter  and  asking  that  I  would  give  you 
some  of  the  items  given  in  rather  a  desultory  way  in  my  hurried 
letter  to  him.  In  compliance  I  will  do  so,  and  this  rather  prosy 
explanation  must  be  my  apology  for  addressing  you  this  letter  with- 
out an  official  invitation  thereto. 

One  item  of  "Fulton"  history  I  presume  would  interest  the 
"Boyds,"  as  it  equally  concerns  both  tribes,  viz.,  the  "Habitat"  or 
precise  locality  of  our  common  ancestry,  the  home  in  Ireland  of 
"Abraham  Fulton,  his  'wife  and  family11  These  were  the  parents  of 
your  maternal  ancestor,  Mary  Fulton  Boyd,  whose  brothers,  Abra- 
ham, James,  Robert,  Henry  and  Joseph,  and  sister  Margaret,  were 
the  ancestors  of  the  Fultons  and  Irvins,  known  as  the  "Fultons"  of 
our  lineage. 

I  enclose  you  herewith  a  copy  of  the  church  letter  brought  by 
this  Abraham  Fulton  from  Ireland,  dated  1772.  He  was  my  Great 
Grand-Father.  His  son  Robert  my  Grand-Father.  The  letter 
has  been  treasured  in  my  father's  (Wm.  Fulton)  family,  and  as  the 
sole  surviving  member  of  the  family  it  is  my  good  fortune  to  be  its 
custodian,  as  well  as  that  of  an  old  needle-worked  pocket  book 
brought  with  it  from  Ireland. 

This  letter  has  at  last  been  the  means  of  conclusively  identifying 
the  exact  locality  of  the  church  granting  it,  and  of  the  identity  of 
signers  of  the  document.  The  church  or  congregation  is  known 
in  Ireland  at  the  present  day  as  Dunboe  1st.  The  place  named 
"Articlajfe"  is  a  small  hamlet  or  locality  not  given  on  the  maps. 
The  location  is  on  the  extreme  north,  of  Ireland,  at  the  mouth  ot 
the  river  Ba^n,  about  twelve  miles  west  of  the  Giants'  Causeway. 
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The  church  is  still  a  strong  and  prosperous  one,  and  now  and  since 
July  26,  1867,  has  been  under  the  ministration  of  Rev.  John  Mark, 
with  whom  I  have  had  some  exceedingly  interesting  correspond- 
ence. I  know  I  cannot  write  you  anything  more  interesting  than 
to  copy  herein  certain  extracts  from  one  or  two  of  his  letters  to  me, 

%  premising  that  on  the  back  of  the  certificate  enclosed  my  daughter 
has  copied  a  history  of  this  Dunhoe  Church,  which  identifies  the 

\  certificate,  etc.,  the  certificate  and  history  on  back  thereof  being 
needed  to  fully  understand  these  extracts. 

Copy  of  Rev.  John  Mark's  Letter. 

Nov.  11,  1889.  Dunboe  Manse,  Castlerock  Co., 

Londonderry,  Ireland. 
Dear  Friend;  Although  we  have  never  met  in  life,  and  never  may  meet, 
yet  I  feel  that  there  is  much  in  common  between  us  that  I  an:  justified  in 
calling  you  my  "  friend."  It  is  refreshing  in  these  times  of  worldliness  and 
self-seeking  to  find  a  man  so  interested  in  his  ancestry.  It  is  cheering  also 
amidst  the  ups  and  downs  of  social  life  to  find  a  race  steadfastly  true  to  the 
faith  of  their  fathers,  and  that  through  so  many  generations,  and  in  a  land 
like  America,  where  the  population  is  so  shifting  and  changes  so  common. 
I  rejoice  that  amidst  the  activities  of  life  you  take  such  a  deep  interest  in 
church  life  and  work,  and  so  promote  the  glory  of  your  fathers'  God  in  sus- 
taining and  extending  the  kingdom  of  His  dear  Son  on  the  earth.  *  *  *  * 
I  received  your  letter  with  no  little  curiosity,  *  *  *  and  since  its  recep- 
tion I  have  been  diligent  in  seeking  information  from  some  of  our  oldest 
inhabitants  in  relation  to  those  points  in  your  letter  which  seemed  to  be  of 
most  interest  to  you.  The  first  minister  of  Dunboe  was  one  Thomas  Fulton, 
and  as  far  as  I  can  discover  your  ancestors  were  either  descendants  of  said 
Thomas  Fulton  or  fellow-colonists,  who  came  with  him  to  Ireland  and  set- 
tled here  somewhere  about  1660.  They  possessed  the  town-land  of  Belly- 
quitlan,  a  tract  of  land  lying  in  the  angle  formed  by  the  River  Baun,  flowing 
into  the  Atlantic  ocean.  From  this  home  they  have  passed  away  almost  a 
century  ago,  and  their  town-land  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  four  families, 
all  called  "  Dugan  "  by  name.  The  last  of  the  Fultons  was  a  woman  mar- 
ried to  a  man  called  "Clarke."  They  lived  in  the  town-land  of  Exorna, 
and  occupied  the  house  built  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Knox,  minister  of  Dun- 
boe, who  died  in  1746.  They,  too,  have  passed  away.  Your  family  is  now 
extinct.  We  have  other  Fultons,  but  they  are  not  of  your  lineage.  In  this 
town-land  of  Exorna,  Robert  Guthrie  lived,  who  signed  your  ancestors'  cer- 
tificate (a  copy  of  which*  you  have  so  kindlj  sent  me  and  which  I  shall 
treasure)  and  his  great-great-grandson  now  lives  in  the  old  ancestral  house. 
His  name  is  Robert  Guthrie.  He  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  honored 
citizens  and  is  an  Elder  in  the  church  of  1st  Dunboe.  His  father's  name 
was  James  Guthrie,  and  James'  father  was  Robert  Guthrie,  who  signed  said 
certificate  in  1772.    The  present  Robert  Guthrie  has  a  Margaret  Guthrie  in

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his  family,  and  also  two  sons,  called  respectively  James  and  Benjamin,  so 
you  see  the  old  names  are  still  preserved  from  generation  to  generation  and 
perpetuated  down  the  centuries.  It  seems  the  tradition  in  your  family  is 
correct,  namely,  that  Abraham  Fulton,  who  emigrated  to  America  in  1772, 
was  married  to  a  sister  of  Robert  Guthrie,  who,  as  Elder,  signed  the  church 
certificate  of  the  said  Abraham  Fulton.  You  will  thus  see  that  while  your 
family  by  your  paternal  ancestor  is  extinct,  yet  by  the  side  of  your  maternal 
ancestor  it  is  still  with  us  ;  and  there  are  no  more  worthy  or  honored  peo- 
ple, whether  viewed  as  citizens  or  church  men.  My  nearest  neighbor  is  a 
Mr.  Thomas  Henry,  whose  mother  was  a  Margaret.  Guthrie  (sister  to  our 
present  Robert  Guthrie)  and  he  is  an  honored  and  energetic  Elder  in  the 
church  of  which  I  am  minister,  and  to  him  I  am  largely  indebted  for  the  in- 
formation which  this  letter  contains.  Any  old  thing  possesses  a  charm  for 
him.  His  desire  is  to  be  among  the  tombs,  and  to  gather  and  treasure  up 
old  relics  of  the  past.  He  has  a  very  tenacious  memory,  so  that  he  seems 
never  to  forget  anything  he  has  ever  heard.  Indeed,  from  reading  your  letter, 
which  to  me  was  deeply  interesting,  and  gathering  up  from  it  what  I  could 
of  the  spirit  and  motives  which  characterize  your  family  in  America,  I  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  you  have  many  things  in  common  with  your 
friends  in  the  Old  Country.  I  presume  we  all  inherit  as  much  or  more  from 
our  mothers  than  from  our  fathers,  and  so  the  blood  and  spirit  of  your 
maternal  ancestors  seem  to  have  flowed  down  the  generations  and  still  to  be 
perpetuating  itself  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.  ****** 

I  am  pleased  to  hear  from  you  of  family  reunions.  May  the  spirit  that 
prompted  them  live  and  thrive.  "  Why  should  auld  acquaintance  be  forgot, 
etc.?"  Such  reunions  open  up  channels  along  which  the  milk  of  human 
kindness  may  flow  freely.  I  am  delighted  to  learn  that  the  great  majority 
of  your  kindred  are  children  of  the  "Auld  Kirk,"  as  they  say  in  Scotland. 

Let  me  in  conclusion  pray  that  you  and  yours  may  be  heirs  of  all  the 
"  covenant  blessings  "  fur  time  and  eternity.    God  bless  you.

If  it  would  not  weary  you,  I  could  write  how  this  said  corres- 
pondence was  rather  singularly  and  almost  romantically  varied 
about  a  month  ago  by  a  cablegram  from  Mr.  Mark,  saying,  "Visit 
immediately  Aberdeen,  Dakota,  and  preserve  property,"  <S:c.,  &c, 
to  which  I  responded  the  following  day,  and  spent  a  very  delightful 
"outing"  of  almost  700  miles  travel  through  Northern  Iowa,  Da- 
kota and  Minnesota,  and  as  many  returning,  "preserving"  quite  a 
considerable  estate  to  which  Mrs.  Mark  had  fallen  heir  by  the 
death  of  an  uncle  of  whose  varied  wanderings  his  friends  had  known 
but  little  for  many  years.  Since  my  return,  a  few  days  ago,  1  re- 
ceived a  long  letter  from  Mr.  Mark,  explaining  snore  fully  his  cable- 
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gram,  which  closed  with  the  following  warm  Irish  welcome  should 
I  ever  visit  the  old  country: 

*******  I  do  hope  you  and  I  may  yet  be  spared  to  meet  in 
"life — perhaps  in  America,  but  better  still  in  'old  Ireland.'  If  you  can  at 
"  any  time  find  it  convenient  to  take  a  run  over  we  will  be  happy  should 
"  you  make  your  home  with  us  during  your  stay.  You  can  then  visit  the

You  will  find  in  comparing  the  date  of  church  certificate  "1772" 
with  the  date  of  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Win.  Knox,  whose  name  is 
appended  to  certificate,  which  pastorate  began  in  1765  and  ended 
August,  1S01,  that  it  covers  the  date  of  letter  1772,  showing  as  a 
matter  of  evidence  that  dates  synchronize  and  prove  each  other. 
That  the  church  at  that  date  was  of  some  standing  is  shown  by 
this  Rev.  YVm.  Knox  coming  there  from  "Mary's  Abbey,  Ireland," 
which,  I  believe,  is  the  church  that  Rev.  Dr.  John  Hall,  of  New 
York,  left  when  he  was  called  to  New  Yoik.  Mr.  Mark,  the  present 
pastor,  and  who  writes  me,  I  notice  by  the  Belfast  Witness,  was  a 
prominent  speaker  in  the  Presbyterian  convention  that  met  in  Ire- 
land this  summer. 

In  behalf  of  the  "Fultons"  I  congratulate  the  "Boyds"  that  \\q 
together  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  we  have  descended 
from  a  race  whose  history  we  need  not  fear  to  record,  and  whatever 
laudable  pride  we  may  have  in  running  it  back  the  230  years  we 
have,  and  there  finding  it  either  merged  in  a  Presbyterian  minister 
or  a  co-colonist  of  one  who  was  a  "Pioneer"  even  in  that  ancient 
country,  can  be  shared  equally  by  both  the  Boyd  and  Fulton 
branches;  and  that  the  covenant  made  with  the  ancient  Abraham 
of  old,  that  his  seed  should  be  as  the  sands  of  the  sea  or  stars  of 
the  heavens  as  to  number,  must  have  been  reflected  on  the  devout 
prayers  made  by  our  common  ancestor,  Abraham  Fulton,  wife  and 
family,  when  they  "went  to  God  in  prayer"  before  deciding  to  em- 
bark on  what  was  then  a  great  journey  to  a  new  country. 

Put  I  fear  I  weary  you.  Cousin  Boyd  had  two  heads  or  topics 
for  me  to  write  on  :  1st,  "  Fultcn  notes,"  which  I  have  already  done; 
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2d,  "Fulton  Notables."  The  latter  can  easily  and  speedily  be  dis- 
posed of,  and  in  the  same  manner  that  St.  Patrick  or  some  other 
historian  of  Ireland  wrote  the  celebrated  chapter  on  the  "Snakes" 
of  that  island,  viz.:  "Chapter  2d — Snakes.  There  are  no  snakes  in 
Ireland."    Imitating  his  compactness  of  style,  I  will  write — 

Chapter  2d — Fulton  Notables. 
There  are  no  Fulton  Notables.

HISTORY  OF  DUNBOE  ist. 

The  first  minister  of  Dunboe  is  said  to  have  been  Mr.  Thomas  Fulton^ 
who  was  here  in  1660.  He  appears  to  have  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Blair, 
but  of  his  ministry  nothing. is  now  known  with  certainty.  The  next  minister 
was  Mr.  John  Wilson,  who  was  here  in  16S4.  He  fled  to  Scotland  in  the 
troublous  times  which  preceded  the  Revolution,  and  settled  at  Largs.  The 
Presbytery  of  Irwin  in  1691  supplicated  for  his  removal  from  Dunboe,  but 
the  Synod  of  Ulster  refused  to  accede  to  the  proposal.  He  continued,  not- 
withstanding, to  remain  in  Scotland,  and  at  length,  in  1697,  the  Synod 
yielded,  and  he  was  formally  installed  at  Largs.  After  this,  a  Mr.  Wood- 
side  appears  for  some  time  to  have  ministered  to  the  people.  In  October, 
17 19,  Mr.  Robert  Knox  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  in  this  congregation. 
Mr.  Knox  died  here  on  the  ist  of  April,  1746.  The  next  minister  was  Mr. 
Wm.  Cochrane,  who  w  as  ordained  here  on  the  10th  of  May,  174S.  In  1762, 
Mr.  Cochrane  resigned  his  charge  and  conformed  to  the  Established  Church. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Mr,  Wm.  Knox,  who  was  installed  here  on  the  zSth 
of  August,  1765.  Mr.  Knox  had  previously  been  minister  of  St.  Mary' s 
Abbey,  Dublin.  Mr.  Knox  died  here  on  the  2$th  of  August,  /So/,  and  a 
stone  inserted  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  the  front  wall  of  the  place  of  his 
burial  still  bears  honorable  testimony  to  the  excellence  of  his  charac- 
ter. His  descendants,  in  good  worldly  circumstances,  arc  still  to  be  found 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Coleraine  ;  but  with  the  -exception  of  the  family  of 
the  late  Mr.  Mark,  of  Castlerock,  they  no  longer  adhere  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  next  minister  was  Mr.  Thomas  Greer,  who  was  ordained  here 
on  the  9th  of  March,  1S02.  Among  his  descendants  are  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Greer,  of  Anahilt,  and  the  late  S.  M.  Greer,  Esq.,  Recorder  of  Derry,  and  at 
one  time  M.  P.  for  the  County.  Mr.  Greer  died  here  on  the  15th  of  Decem- 
ber, 181 2,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Wm.  Lyle,  who  was  ordained  here  on 
the  7th  of  June,  1S14.  Mr.  Lyle  died  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1S57,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  John  Mark,  who  was  ordained  here  on  the  24th  of  July  of 
the  same  year.

FAMILY  HISTORY.

THE  FAMILY  OF  HENRY  AND  MARGARET  BOYD. 

The  children  of  this  family  were  James,  John,  Abraham,  Fulion 
and  Mary.  They  organized  as  a  family  in  March,  1S04,  and  flour- 
ished for  the  most  part  on  the  "Western  Reserve."  James  died  in 
1S67.  His  children,  three  sons  and  three  daughters,  are  living  in 
Illinois,  Kansas  and  Wisconsin. 

John  lives  upon  his  farm  in  Allen  county,  Ohio,  with  his  only 
surviving  daughter.  His  aged  companion  passed  away  Jan.  iSth, 
18S9.  There  has  been  one  marriage  and  one  birth  among  his  chil- 
dren's children  since  the  last  reunion. 

Abraham  has  suffered  the  loss,  by  death,  of  his  beloved  daughter 
Mary  and  his  daughter-in-law  Ellen.  His  only  son,  with  his  moth- 
erless children,  have  removed  to  a  ranch  in  the  vicinity  of  Sherman, 
Lincoln  county,  Washington.  Abraham  lives  with  his  only  surviv- 
ing daughter  on  the  farm  he  reclaimed  from  the  wilderness,  near 
Lima,  Ohio,  and  is  enjoying  a  peaceful,  happy  old  age:  active  and 
helpful  in  the  home  and  in  his  beloved  church,  both  having  grown 
under  his  watchful,  fostering  care.  There  is  one  birth  to  report, 
that  of  the  first  great-grandchild,  whose  name  is  Ethel  Boyd  Kemper. 

Mary,  the  only  daughter  of  Henry  and  Margaret  Boyd,  passed 
away  so  gently  that  the  loving  watchers  by  her  side  scarce  knew 
when  her  spirit  took  its  flight.  The  daughter  at  whose  home  she 
died,  in  Palmyra,  Ohio,  wrote  thus:  "The  struggle  was  sharp  but 
mercifully  short,  hardly  two  hours:  but  oh  !  the  vacancy  in  our 
hearts  and  homes.  But  the  blessed  Comforter  soon  spake  and  said, 
'There  is  rejoicing  in  Heaven  this  morning.  Father,  Grandfather 
and  Grandmother  are  saying,  Mary  has  come;  and  the  Redeemer 
is  saying,  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.'  As  the  circle 
narrows  on  earth  it  widens  in  Heaven."  Dr.  Wilson,  our  efficient 
and  popular  "scribe"  and  Mary's  only  son,  has  removed  to  the 
Sunny  South  since  last  reunion.  He  traversed  over  a  thousand 
miles  to  be  present  the  Sabbath  afternoon,  Sept.  1st,  1889,  when  a 
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large  concourse  of  old  friends  gathered  at  the  old  church  at  North 
Benton  to  lay  his  mother's  precious  dust  by  the  side  of  that  of  her 
husband,  which  had  lain  there  nearly  twenty  years. 

Henry  Fulton,  the  younger  son  of  this  family,  lives  near  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  on  a  farm,  and  is  actively  engaged,  with  his  wife  and  two 
young  sons  and  three  daughters,  in  agricultural  pursuits.  His  is 
the  distinction  of  having  the  next  to  the  longest  list  of  sons  and 
daughters  on  our  family  record,  he  having  been  the  father  of  14 
children.  There  has  only  been  one  accession  to  this  branch  of  the 
family,  but  the  little  one  died  after  a  few  short  weeks. 

Fulton  has  two  sons  living  in  Kansas,  whom  he  has  not  seen  for 
many  years.  A  short  time  ago  he  determined  to  make  them  a  visit 
and  to  surprise  them  by  going  unannounced.  It  was  the  unexpect- 
ed that  happened  in  this  case.  They  knew  him  instantly,  out  it 
was  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  he  could  be  brought  to  realize 
that  they  were  his  sons. 

The  sum  of  the  ages  of  this  family  of  seven  is  542  years,  giving 
an  average  of  77.4. 

There  have  been  five  deaths,  one  marriage  and  three  births  since 
last  report. 
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SKETCH  OF  M.  HILLIS  BOYD.

DIED. — July  ioth,  1S90,  at  his  home,  near  Freeport,  Pa.,  M.  Hillis  Boyd. 

The  subject  of  this  notice  was  born  March  14th,  1S42.  He  was  the  second 
son  of  Abram  and  Mary  Boyd.  He  was  an  invalid  for  some  thirty  years. 
When  but  a  boy  he  received  internal  injuries  from  an  unmanageable  horse, 
from  which  he  never  fully  recovered.  He  lived  on  the  farm  with  his  parents 
until  in  the  time  of  our  country's  great  need  he  enlisted  in  her  service,  Sep- 
tember 9th,  1862,  and  remained  with  his  company  until  the  close  of  the  war. 

After  his  return  from  the  army  he  was  married  to  Miss  Lizzie  F.  Dunaway, 
of  Merrittstown,  Pa.,  and  they  began  housekeeping  at  the  old  home,  father 
and  mother  having  moved  to  Slate  Lick,  Pa.  But  the  trials  and  exposures 
of  army  life  were  too  much  for  his  feeble  frame,  producing  throat  and  lung- 
trouble,  which  finally  resulted  in  his  death. 

When  about  eighteen  years  of  age  he  became  a  member  in  full  commun- 
ion of  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Slate  Lick,  Pa.  He  retained  his  member- 
ship there  until  the  organization,  in  1S71,  of  the  Shrader  Grove  church,  at 
which  time  he  was  elected  Elder  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  the  time 
of  his  death. 

For  a  number  of  years  he  was  leader  in  the  Service  of  Song,  first  in  the 
church  at  Slate  Lick  and  afterwards  at  Shrader  Grove. 

He  was  an  earnest  Christian  worker,  as  was  truly  said  at  his  funeral  ser- 
vice, "  He  knew  no  life  but  a  religious  life."  He,  with  his  family,  worship- 
ped God  every  morning  and  evening.  He  was  very  careful  in  the  religious 
training  of  his  children,  and  often  talked  with  the  writer  of  this  notice  about 
the  covenant  relation  of  children  and  the  duty  of  Christian  parents,  desiring 
to  fully  understand  the  teaching  of  God's  Word  upon  those  subjects,  that 
he  might  be  enabled  to  bring  up  his  loved  ones  in  the  nurture  and  admoni- 
tion of  the  Lord.  He  was  also  a  faithful  servant  of  God  in  the  Sabbath 
school.  He  was  Superintendent  of  Shrader  Grove  Sabbath  school  most  of 
the  time  before  and  since  the  organization  of  the  church.  But  his  special 
work  in  the  Sabbath  school  was  as  a  teacher.  He  always  felt  that  God 
called  upon  him  to  save  every  un regenerated  member  of  his  class.  He  was 
so  conscientious  in  this  matter  and  so  earnest  that  it  was  once  said  of  him, 
"He  would  have  a  class  but  a  short  time  until  all  were  converted."  He 
was  loved  by  all  his  Sabbath  school  scholars.  At  one  time  it  was  thought 
best  that  he  should  take  a  new  class  for  the  purpose  of  interesting  some  who 
were  not  regular  in  attendance.  The  class  was  formed  and  he  took  charge 
of  it,  but  his  former  elass  all  came  into  it  and  would  not  consent  to  be  de- 
prived of  his  teaching.    He  was  a  wise  counsellor  in  all  church  matters  and 
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a  liberal  contributor,  not  only  to  the  home  church  but  to  all  the  missionary 
and  benevolent  works  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Next  to  the  church  and  his  family  were  his  friends.  Friends  were  always 
welcome  to  "Uncle  Abram's,"  and  no  one  gave  them  a  more  hearty  wel- 
come than  Brother  Hiliis.  This  trait  of  character  is  well  illustrated  in  what 
he  has  done  for  the  Boyd  Family.  He  began  corresponding  with  Mr.  R.  G. 
Boyd,  of  Marion,  Ohio  ;  Mr.  Abram  Boyd,  of  Lima,  Ohio  ;  Dr.  J.  F.  Wilson, 
then  of  Voungstown,  Ohio,  and  others,  in  regard  to  looking  up  the  history 
of  the  family  in  the  hope  that  some  kind  of  an  organization  might  be  formed 
which  would  preserve  the  history  of  the  entire  family,  strengthen  the  family 
tie  and  make  us  more  zealous  to  carry  out  the  desire  of  our  ancestors,  to 
preserve  a  seed  to  serve  the  Lord. 

In  this  effort  he  was  encouraged  by  all  the  friends  ;  and  one  of  the  great- 
est pleasures  of  his  life  was  to  see  the  family  assembled  in  convention  time 
after  time,  until  a  permanent  organization  was  effected  to  preserve  our 
history. 

He  spent  two  years  in  searching  for  the  different  members  of  the  Boyd 
Family  before  the  record  was  complete.  He  was  sometimes  compelled  to 
write  three  or  four  letters  before  he  could  get  a  reply  from  friends  who  knew 
nothing  about  him  and  did  not  suppose  that  he  was  one  of  their  kin.  As 
correspondence  increased  he  would  often  write  until  near  midnight,  after  a 
hard  d-iy's  work  on  the  farm,  answering  queries  of  friends.  This  work  was' 
a  pleasure  to  him.  He  said  it  was  made  pleasant  by  the  many  kind  and  en- 
couraging letters  received  from  the  friends  in  answer  to  his  inquiries. 

But  when  his  part  of  the  work  was  done,  the  organization  effected  and  the 
work  divided  among  the  different  branches  of  the  family,  he  said  his  heart 
was  too  full  for  utterance,  when  the  friends  in  convention  assembled  man- 
ifested their  appreciation  of  his  endeavors  in  the  presentation  to  him  of  a 
handsome  gold  watch  with  this  inscription  : 

M.  Hillis  Boyd, 

FROM 

The  Boyd  Family, 
Lima,  Ohio, 
Oct.  25TH,  18S3. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  the  friends  to  know  that  in  his  last  will  and  testa- 
ment he  bequeathed  the  watch  to  his  son  Joseph  Hillis  Boyd,  to  be  kept  bv 
him  and  his  descendants  in  the  Boyd  Family  forever. 

He  looked  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  Reunions,  but  now  his  history  is 
to  be  recorded.  He  has  gone  to  attend  the  Grand  Reunion.  His  record 
as  a  soldieriias  already  been  written  and  will  be  published  in  its  proper 
place. 

In  his  life  he  was  an  obedient  son,  an  affectionate  brother,  a  loving  and 
faithful  husband,  a  kind  and  indulgent  "father,  in  the  true  sense  of  these 
words.  Those  who  knew  him  best  loved  him  most.  As  we  loo!:  over  his 
life  we  can  see  but  little  to  condemn.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  his 
life  on  earth,  grateful  for  what  he  was  to  us,  grateful  f  ir  what  lie  was  to 
others,  and  even  now,  in  the  midst  of  our  sorrow,  we  rejoice  in  his  death. 
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Do  vve  not,  more  than  ever  before,  grasp  the  meaning  of  those  sweet  words 
of  Holy  Writ :  "Precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His 
saints"  ?  He  was  one  of  the  Lord's  jewels.  He  lived  a  noble  life  and  died 
a  triumphant  death,  and  why  should  we  not  rejoice  that  he  has  gone  to  be 
with  the  Lord?  He  is  not  dead,  but  sleepeth,  and  while  we  mourn  his  loss 
we  await  the  Lord's  call  to  meet  him  at  the  Great  Reunion  when  our  joy 
will  be  full  and  everlasting. 

The  last  words  he  wrote  for  the  Boyd  family  are  the  names  and  dates 
of  friends  departed  since  our  last  Reunion,  and  were  he  to  speak  to  you  in 
conversation  to-day  his  advice  would  be,  in  the  words  written  at  the  head 
of  the  list  of  the  dead,  sent  in  his  own  hand — ''Be ye  also  ready.""

We  commend  you  in  your  affliction 
to  the  God  whose  it  is  to  give  and  take  away,  and  above  all  who  will  keep 
in  perfect  peace  those  whose  minds  are  on  Him,  because  they  trusted  in 
Him.

DIED — Jan.  16th,  1889.  Bennie,  aged  24  days,  beloved  son  of  Wm.  S. 
and  Julia  Boyd,  at  their  home  in  Baldwin  City,  Kansas. 

DIED — March  17th,  1SS9,  near  Rochester,  Ind.,  Ellen,  beloved  wife 
of  Henry  E.  Boyd.  The  circumstances  surrounding  this  death  were  pe- 
culiarly trying.  They  had  se>ld  their  f^rm  and  her  husband  had  gone  to 
Washington  to  seek  a  home,  to  which  he  expected  to  remove  his  family  as 
soon  as  practicable.  A  fortnight  after  his  departure  she  was  taken  violently 
ill  with  typhoid  pneumonia  and  died  within  a  week.  Four  little  children, 
the  elder,  Nellie,  aged  twelve  ;  the  younger,  Maggie  Beer,  a  sweet  child  of 
three,  were  left  desolate  indeed.  Her  husband  returned  and  marked  her 
lonely  grave  by  a  simple  stone  and  took  the  little  ones,  motherless,  to  the 

far  western  home.    She  was  a  fond  and  tender  wife  and  mother.

ANN  LAZARUS  BOYD. 

Ann  Lazarus  Boyd  was  bom  in  Deerfield,  Portage  Co.,  Ohio,  Jan.  26, 
181 1.  Her  grandfather,  John  Hartzell,  was  instrumental  in  building  up  the 
Pr<  sbyterian  church  at  Deerfield.  He  was  inspired  by  a  sermon  preached 
in  the  neighborhood  by  Rev.  Jas.  Boyd,  of  sainted  memory.  She  united 
with  this  church  in  her  youth.  March  16th,  1857,  she  was  married  to  John 
Boyd.  The  early  years  of  their  married  life  were  spent  on  a  farm  near  Deer- 
field and  their  four  children  were  born  there.  In  1S54  she,  with  her  family, 
removed  to  Allen  county  and  .settled  upon  a  farm  four  miles  from  Lima, 
where  the  remainder  of  her  life  was  spent.  She  was  one  of  the  mothers 
whose  heart-breaking  privilege  it  was  to  give  up  the  son — the  only  one — to 
her  country.  He  enlisted  in  the  99th  ().  V.  I.  in  1S62  and  only  served  a 
few  w^eks  ere  his  body  was  brought  home  and  laid  to  rest  in  our  peaceful 
"graveyard."  Two  daughters  preceded  her  to  the  "home  over  there"  in 
quick  succession,  while  she  herself  was  an  invalid  and  patiently  awaiting 
the  final  summons,  which  came  Jan.  18.  1889.  She  was  patient  and  cheer- 
ful and  bore  the  many  afllictions  with  Christian  resignation  and  passed 
away  peacefully  one  week  before  her  79th  birthday.  Her  aged  companion 
and  one  daughter  are  all  of  her  immediate  family  that  remain  to  mourn. 

DIED— At  Palmyra,  O.,  Aug,  29th,  1SS9,  Mrs.  Mary  Wilson,  aged 
75  years,  5  months  and  9  days.  Mary  was  the  only  daughter  of  Henry  and 
Margaret  1  Beer)  Boyd,  and  w  as  born  in  Ellsworth,  Oiiio,  March  20,  1814.  Her 
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parents  had  then  been  in  Ohio  about  two  years.  Three  brothers  older  and 
one  younger  than  herself  constituted  the  family.  The  mother  being  a  deli- 
cate woman,  the  labors  and  cares  incident  to  pioneer  life  were  laid  upon  her 
in  her  early  years.  In  1S33  the  family  removed  to  the  adjoining  township, 
Berlin,  Mahoning  county,  and  settled  on  the  farm  on.  which  she  spent  the 
greater  portion  of  her  life,  within  the  bounds  of  what  was  then  called 
Deerfield,  but  now  North  Benton,  Presbyterian  Church.  She  was  married 
October  22,  1S40,  to  Joseph  Wilson,  of  Salem,  Ohio.  She  united  with  the 
church  in  early  life  and  ever  adorned  her  profession.  She  was  the  worthy 
daughter  of  her  godly  parents.  After  nearly  twenty  years  of  widowhood 
she  was  suddenly  called  to  go  up  higher  on  the  early  morning  of  August 
29th,  1SS9. 

DIED — April  16th,  18S9,  in  Shawnee,  at  the  old  Boyd  homestead, 
Mary,  beloved  wife  of  J.  VV.  Black  and  youngest  daughter  of  Abram  and 
Maria  Hover  Boyd.  Mary  was  born  May  iS,  1S49,  near  the  same  spot 
where  her  life  went  out  almost  40  years  later.  Here  her  childhood  was 
passed  and  here  she  was  married  Sept.  14,  1S71.  Most  of  her  married  life 
was  spent  in  Lima  until  failing  health  in  both  husband  and  •  wife  caused 
them  to  feel  that  a  change  was  desirable. 

They  went  first  to  Colorado  and  then  to  Rochester,  Ind.,  where  they 
lived  four  years,  forming  many  pleasant  friendships  and  associations.  But 
disease  had  an  unyielding  hold  upon  her  and  as  the  end  drew  near,  her 
heart  yearned  for  the  old  father,  old  home  and  old  friends.  Arrangements 
were  accordingly  made  and  time  set  for  returning  home,  but  there  was  stiil 
a  work  fur  them  to  d  >  in  Indiana.  Her  brother's  wife  sickened  and  in  one 
short  week  died,  leaving  four  small  children  to  look  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Black 
for  home  and  care,  their  father  being  absent  in  the  far  West.  But  the  cares 
of  life,  the  sore  need  of  motherless  children  could  no  longer  detain  her. 
She  felt  that  she  was  sinking  fast  and  with  unwavering  desire  to  die  at 
home  she  made  the  weary  journey  eight  days  before-she  died.  To  her  it 
was  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  the  many  friends  who  called  to  see  her.  She- 
could  not  talk  much,  but  for  all  she  had  a  pleasant  smile.  Loving  hands 
and  sad  hearts  ministered  to  her  few  earthly  needs  and  went  with  her  to 
the  very  verge  of  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death.  She  was  not  loth  to 
go,  having  been  a  member  of  the  church  militant,  she  felt  confident  of  an 
abundant  entrance  into  the  church  triumphant.  A  great  sufterer  for  mam- 
years  she  was  willing,  nay  impatient  to  go  home  to  the  Father.  She  said  : 
"Tittle's  up.  let  me  rest  a  little  and  I  will  go  on,"  and  so  painfully  and  con- 
sciously she  closed  her  eyes  in  the  sleep  that  knows  no  waking  upon  the 
shores  of  time,  and  her  tired,  troubled  heart  was  at  rest.  An  aged  father 
and  a  brother  and  sister  remain  to  mourn  with  the  sorely  bereaved  husband 
and  three  sons  the  severing  of  one  more  earthly  tie. 

Lewis  Edwin  Walling  was  born  near  Mt.  Carmel,  Ind.,  Sept.  23 
1S50,  and  departed  this  life  June  24,  1S89,  aged  38  years.  9  months  and  t  day. 

He  was  the  son  of  Louis  and  Eliza  Boyd  Walling  and  a  grandson  of 
Rev.  John  Boyd.    He  was  left  at  the  age  of  sixteen  without  a  mother's  care 
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and  went  out  to  battle  with  life,  detennined  to  honor  her  memory  by  his 
worthy  efforts.  How  successful  he  was,  his  many  friends  can  testify. 
He  was  of  a  very'  amiable  disposition  and  none  knew  him  but  to  love  him. 

In  iSSi  he  went  to  California.  In  18S2  he  was  married  in  San  Fran- 
cisco to  Miss  Etta  Rafferty. 

They  lived  near  Lnglenook,  California,  and  it  was  on  the  morning  of 
June  24th  that  he,  in  company  with  his  brother-in-law,  went  to  the  moun- 
tain to  haul,  their  team  became  frightened  and  he  was  thrown  from  the 
wagon  and  fatally  injured.  In  a  few  hours  he  quietly  passed  over  the 
boundary  line  between  this  life  and  the  resting  place  of  God's  children, 
with  the  dying  words  :    "I'm  not  afraid  to  die." 

"  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth.  Yea, 
saith  the  spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do 
follow  them." 

His  funeral  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Ross  from  Eccles.  12 
ch.,  1-7  verses. 

And  so  year  by  year  as  we  chronicle  the  passing  away  of  one  and 
another  of  our  friends,  let  us  confront  each  other  with  the  thought  that 
soon  our  toils  and  labors  will  be  over  and  to  us  will  come  the

I  have  no  place  of  preaching  now — began 
over  37  years  ago  as  a  Home  Missionary  on  a  salary  of  $400,  and  for  ray 
whole  life  would  not  average  over  $500,  and  having  children  to  educate, 
you  will  not  think  it  strange  that  my  purse  is  empty  and  no  prospect  of  filling 
it.  But  we  hope  this  "Reunion"  will  be  the  largest,  most  delightful  and 
profitable. 

You  doubtless  have  received  word  of  the  death  of  our  dear  friend  M. 
H.  Boyd,  Esq.,  near  Freeport,  Pa.  I  remember  well  of  visiting  at  his 
father's,  when  a  student.  His  grandmother  and  great-grandfather  were 
then  living  near  them.  His  great-grandfather,  Craig,  conducted  family 
prayers  in  a  manner  that  deeply  impressed  me.  He  seemed  as  ah  aged 
pilgrim  already  entered  into  Beulah  Land."  "Never  saw  him  again;  saw 
his  grandmother  a  few  times  afterwards,  and  loved  to  hear  her  tell  of  the 
trials  and  scenes  through  which  she  had  passed — dangers  from  the  Indians, 
and  scenes  connected  with  the  war  of  1S12-14. 

His  father  and  mother  were  very  dear  friends,  humble,  earnest,  devoted 
christians  ;  and  two  sisters,  I  remember,  who  died  young.

I  went  to  see  him  last  May — a  very  pleasant  visit,  except  very,  very 
sorry  to  find  him  so  ill  ;  but  hoped  and  prayed  that  he  would  be  spared  to 
his  very  interesting  family.    They  have  our  deepest  sympathy. 

He  was  a  man  of  most  excellent  spirit,  a  warm  hearted  friend,  an  hum- 
ble and  very  devoted  christian.  In  ali  my  acquaintance  with  so  many  dear 
friends,  I  feel  he  was  one  of  the  best  of  men,  and  one  of  the  best  of  christians. 
I  trust  that  some  one  more  nearly  related  and  abler  to  do  it  will  prepare  a' 
suitable  and  more  extended  sketch  of  his  life  and  character. 

What  a  happy  reunion  is  gathering  on  the  heavenly  shore  !  It  is  de- 
lightful to  contemplate  !  !    What  a  blessed  company  is  already  there  ! 

May  the  meeting  in  Marion  be  greatly  blessed  in  bringing  all  nearer  to 
the  precious  Savior,  and  to  a  sw  eeter,  deeper  experience  of  the  love  of  God, 
that  all  may  be  better  fitted  for  life's  duties  and  trials,  and  for  joining  that 
blessed  company  before  the  throne  !  !

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  CON- 
STITUTION for  the  BOYD  ASSOCIATION. 


Preamble. —The  descendants  of  John  and  Mary  Fulton  Boyd,  of  the 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  generations,  being  desirous  of  promoting  friendship, 
love  and  esteem  of  kindred,  and  hoping  to  combine  efforts  in  gathering  in- 
cidents of  family  history  and  in  making  permanent  records  of  the  political, 
social,  industrial  and  religious  influence  of  its  members,  and  thus  striving  to 
create  a  more  earnest  desire  to  emulate  the  virtues  of  a  Godly  ancestry, 
have  associated  themselves  for  these  and  kindred  purposes,  under  authority 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  Dnd  he  reby  adopt  the  following  Constitution  for  regu- 
lating and  perpetuating  its  purposes  : 

ARTICLE  I. — Name. 

Section  i.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  "The  Boyd  Asso- 
ciation." 

Sec.  2.  The  official  headquarters  of  the  corporation  shall  be  at 
Marion,  Ohio. 

ARTICLE  II.— Ok  Whom  Composed. 

Section  i.  Any  descendant  of  John  and  Mary  Fulton  Boyd,  or  any 
person  to  whom  such  descendant  shall  have  been  lawfully  married,  or  any 
adopted  child  of  any  such  descendant,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Asso- 
ciation by  complying  with  the  requirements  of  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  be  composed  of: 
ist. — Life  members.  2nd.— Active  members.  3rd. — Corresponding  mem- 
bers. 

ARTICLE  III.— Meetings. 

Section  i.  Regular  meetings  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  bien- 
nally  at  such  date  and  place  as  may  be  duly  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  when  in  the  judgment  of  Trus- 
tees and  officers  it  is  deemed  necessary  or  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  Auxiliary  meetings  may  be  held  under  supervision  of  Asso- 
ciation as  circumstances  will  permit. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  regular  meetings  of  Association  one-fifth  the  active 
membership,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

Section  i.  The  off  icers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  board  of 
six  Trustees,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  each  regular  biennial  meet- 
ing and  serve  for  a  term  of  six  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 
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Sec.  2.  A  President,  Vice  President,  Scribe  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected  biennially  at  regular  meeting-. 

Sec.  3.  A  Historical  Committee  of  nine  members  shall  be  elected  for 
a  term  of  six  years,  with  term  of  but  three  members  of  same  to  expire  at 
same  meeting. 

Sec.  4.    A  Statistical  Committee  of  three  members,  to  serve  a  term  of 
six  years,  one  to  be  elected  at  each  biennial  meeting. 

ARTICLE  Y.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  i.  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  Trustees  to  receive  and  duly  ac- 
count for  all  property,  moneys,  legacies,  bequests  or  other  valuables  re- 
ceived by,  accruing  to,  or  donated  to  the  Association,  and  to  use  such 
property  in  such  ways  as  may  best  subserve  the  purposes  for  which  said 
funds  were  collected.  They  shall  make  a  biennial  report  of  all  matters  en- 
gaging their  attention  as  such  Trustees.  .  • 

Sec.  2.  The  President  and  Vice  President  and  Scribe  sh?.!l  perform 
such  duties  as  usually  belong  to  their  respective  offices,  and  shall — with 
such  assistants  as  may  be  duly  appointed — arrange  for,  conduct  and  pub- 
lish proceedings  of  biennial  and  auxiliary  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  moneys  and  prop- 
erty, disbursing  the  same  only  upon  the  written  order  of  trustees.  He 
shall  give  bond  in  such  amount  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Sec.  4.  The  Historical  Committee  shall  collect,  preserve,  and,  as 
authorized  by  Trustees,  publish  matter  of  historical  and  biographical  inter- 
est to  the  kin.  They  shall  report  work  accomplished  at  each  biennial 
meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Statistical  Committee  shall  maintain,  correct  and  build 
the  family  record,  and  make  biennial  reports  of  all  deaths,  marriages  and 
births  accruing  in  the  family  during  such  period. 

ARTICLE  VI. — Duties  of  Members. 

SECTION  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members  of  this  Association  to 
labor  by  precept  and  example  to  maintain  the  sterling  characteristics  of  an 
honored  ancestry. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  co-operate  with  the  officers  in  all  laudable  efforts 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  pay  such  dues  as  are  respectively  required  by  this 
Constitution  of  the  different  classes  of  members. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Dues  and  Privileges  of  Members. 

Section  i.    The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars,  in  such  install-  - 
merits  as  may  be  ordered  by  trustees,  shall  constitute  a  life  membership. 
Such  members  shall  receive  duplicate  copies  of  all  publications  and  family 
records  issued  by  Association,  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  granted  other 
classes  of  membership. 

Si-:c.  2.  The  payment  of  one  dollar  biennially  and  signing  the  Consti- 
tution shall  constitute  active  membership.   Such  members  shall  receive  one 
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copy  of  each  publication  issued,  and  have  a  right  to  vote  in  person  or  by 
proxy  at  all  regular  and  special  meetings.  On  failure  to  pay  biennial  dues 
for  two  successive  reports  of  Treasurer,  such  membership  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  corresponding  members  class. 

Sec.  3.  The  payment  of  one  or  more  dollars  (with  no  biennial  dues) 
shall  constitute  a  corresponding  member.  Such  members  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  copy  of  all  notices  and  announcements,  same  as  active  and  life 
members,  and  copy  of  any  publication  issued  by  Association  at  cost  of 
same. 

ARTICLE  VI II. — Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  changed  by  the  consent  thereto 
of  two-thirds  the  active  and  life  members,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Association.
